The ALTOMNKY-OKSEHAL i-id, that 
before going into the qucilion ol law, lie might 
reiniik that the tnunl uf ihe hnnurable anil 
learned inetnbet for St. Vincent, aa to the 
1 ne 111 beta on thit tide of th* Home bring bound 
liBntl and fout, and eoutptBed to vole u the 
Uoiettioi jjlii ted —even sgiinil tbeil con 
•t lent 1 1, would mmu wilh a bad i-n» frota 
tiny iiieiuber, but it cane with * particularly 
bad tattt' from one who bad first taken hii seat 
on tire Government Benches it Ilia own earn- 
eit polieiiarjon, and had fot a long time pup - 
ported the Government by hii voles. When 
the honorable and learned member lint en. 
lightened tbe Houae by hit eloquence in old uf 
tho fiorcrtliiient, hii ipeechep were taid by the 
gi'Tttlemen oppoxitf lo atnell of the Lamp, and 
although tl.ey were now received In 1 very 
different tpiril by thine honorable gentlemen, 
it wai too much dint ihoso who itiu wore the 
colour! uf the Government, and refused to de- 
left th em, ihould, night .1-1 night, be ttunted 
in this manner. If thia Bill hid been inure 
carefully wocilod, and had been inlroduied at

time hefot* the Council. Itwiaaiid hy the 
honorable and lurried mrtuhrr fot St. 
Vincent tint it a el not competent for Ihe 
Governor to withdraw a matter which 
lutd once In en thin aub milted to the control 
of ihr. [.rgixlature ; but tbia argument was re- 
futed hy the care of the uufotlunate tehedule 
A., about which there had been ao much dn- 
cundon , lbe itemi of which had al tint been 
aubmilled to ihe conciol of that Home at a 
Lime when a m*;.:tity of the membera were 
t «iafied that 1 iui|lu. w *a net'Oliary; a' though 
t waa now withdriwn without eliciting any 
'com Plaint* of iHegxliiy from the honorable 
gcnileuien on the other side. Il wai tileatly 
within the power of the old Council by ihe 
ITih elauae or ihe Act t Geo. IV. before re- 
•erred lo, to delrgite the application of thit 
fund 10 truttae*, and in pursuance of that 
(lutver it hid delegated iti application lo the 
Kaecutlec Govetcment. by which ibat duty 
would be performed i n the nnne manner •• by 
iny uther trmteu Uy tlte Coiiititulional Acta 
the Diitriet Council! would have been lbe 
tiodici entrualed with ihia duly, and 1 ium. of 
money hnl been given lo tlte liuttritt Council 
of I'.maiDilta Cor the rrpair of tbe loads, 
which ihey had faithfully expended , ao lhal 
the applinatinn of thr fund had been wholly 
according 10 ilig spirit uf llie Act.

In the gteal matket-plaee, 
whioh i* titaetfit In the quarter of th* city 
called Nctero Meaioo, and which forma 
the moat frequBnted promenade, th* 
ground wu iplit open for noma diilar.ee, an 
event which hu not occurred hara in the me- 
mory nf man ; indeed it iatnoT* than a hundred 
yeara *lnce bo formidable and dulruolive an 
ceithojuaJin ha* occurred. The provincuofVara 
Crua, Puebla, Meaico, Yalladotid, Quetatara, 
Jaliaco, and tiuanuuate, eipertenced the 
al.ock* nearly at llie aame time. Yalladolid 
and Jaliico haee auflered moat. A eillage in 
the clicrra doLaiulihu been nearly deatroyed, 
A frightful chum iu thi centre of tht village, 
thiiiy-aia, feet long, e wallowed up the ehureh, 
t number of houte*, and mora than eiaty of (die 
inhabitanta.
